FORT WAYNE AND LAFAYETTE 


Ohatswobth, hi., Aug. 12.—Presi- 
dent F. T. Leonard, of the Toeldo, 
Peoria and Western company, said to a 
reporter that he had made a careful, but 
necessarily a brief investigation of the 
accident, and could in no way account 
for it unless on the presumption that the 
bridge was set on fire deliberately by 
fien& for the purpose of wrecking the 
train and robbing the passengers. There 
were very little stimulants, or in 
fac t 
medical appliances or assistance of any 
kind, on the ground. A man from Piper 
City brought a demijohn of whisky, but 
the railroad people seem to have done 
practically nothing. 


AS BAD AS HXTBDEB, 


The men 
from Ohatsworth, who 
worked all night at the wreck were re- 
fused passage on a train going back to 
the village and had to tramp home in a 
half fainting condition for a bite to eat. 
The people here are very bitter against 
the railroad company and say that the 
officials, whether from demoralization 
or excitement, or from absolute pig- 
headedness, acted most inhumanly in 
many oases and treated the wounded 
most shamefully all around. 
In fact 
they did not treat the wounded at all, 
but left them to the care of volunteers. 
The 
whole thing was 
a piece of 
stupidity that allowed prairie fires to 
rage along the line and took precautions 
to see that the bridges were not burned 
down. It is probable that an investiga- 
tion will result in holding some of the 
oflScials criminally responsible for the 
disaster. If ordinary precautions had 
been observed, the accident would not 
have occurred. 
The tridge must have 
been burning at least two hours before 
the train arrived. 
Dr. Vaughn, of 
Ohatsworth, was almost the first to ap- 
pear at the scene. He says: "When I 
arrived I found the greatest oonfusion. 
] lell itself could not present a more hor- 
rible picture—men and women fighting 
with death, and ready to clutch at a 
straw to get saved. One man held his 
dead wife and dead little child in his 
arms, while his own feet were broken 
and wedgei in the wreck. 
I relieved 
the unfortunate of his 
burden 
and 
helped drag him out and take him to a 
sleeper. 
One of the greatest misfortunes 
was the fact that the wreck took place 
almost in a desert. It was impossible to 
accord the wounded sufficient assistance, 
as 
there 
were no ambulances, 
and 
they 
had nothing to 
carry 
them on. 
They were dragged and 
pushed and this accounts for a great 
number of people who succumbed to 
their pains.

BBMOVZNO THK WBECK. 


Ohatswobth, 111., Aug. 12.—At seven 
o'clock this morning Master Mechanic 
Warren, with the wrecking train and a 
large force of men, were at work. War 
rea was confident the track could be 
cleared for the trains by noon. 
They 
were certain all the bodies had been re- 
moved from the wreck. President Leon- 
ard, Superintendent Armstrong and oth- 
ers of the Toledo, Peoria and Western 
officials have given devoted attention to 
the relief of the injured and the care of 
the dead. 


Both show signs of the terrible shock 
which the accident has been to them. 
President Leonard says that so far as 
the railroad officials could estimate there 
were about eighty killed and 100 seri- 
ously wounded. There are many who 
were slightly injured, of whom no record 
could be obtained. 
Mr. Leonard said 
as 
near 
as 
he 
could 
ascertain 
the train was making about thirty 
miles 
an 
hotir. 
The 
bridge, 
an ordinary fifteen-foot wooden struc 
ture, was all right at 5 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, when the train passed over it, 
and half an hour later the section men 
inspected it under orders, in advance of 
the excursion train. It was ail right 
then. 


The first thing the officials had to do 
was to devote their attention to the care 
of the unfortunate victims. 
It was 
blow which would, of course, be most 
serious to the road, but that was noth- 
ing compared with the death and injury 
to human beings. Mr. Leonard said he 
could, in all conscience, say he believed 
the road bad provided every reasonable 
and customary safeguard. 
With the 
consent of the cmoner. President Leon 
ard has arranged that all unclaimed 
bodies be oared for, washed and placed 
in coffins and conveyed to Peoria, where 
with their effects, they will await identi 
fication. 


President Leonard and Superintendent 
Armstrong went to Piper 
City this 
morning to oare for the wounded thero. 
a suspioious obowp. 
This morning new faots, apparently 
showing the catastrophe to be the wor 
of an organized band, come to light ani I 
the oompany find them worthy of con 
sideration. 
The citizens say a gang of 
suspioions fellows have been Mtering 
around Ohataworth 
for some daya. 


Many of these were found early at the 
wreok paying more attenting to reliev- 
ing the bodies of their valuables than in 
oaring for them otherwise. 
Trainmen 
and passengers had frequent contentions 
with the vandals. In one instance Supt. 
Armstrong found a well known thief in 
the depot room, where the property 
taken from the wreck was stored.

STOBT OF ait BTK WITNKSS. 


At the morning session of the coro- 
ner's jury Timothy Ooughlin, a section 
foreman here, testified that he received 
orders on Wednesday to go over his sec 
tion and see that the bridges and track 
were all right. He burned the grass 
along the track for a half a mile from 
the wreck and put the fire out and ex- 
amined the bridge. 


About 5 p. m. he found no smoke 
about it. About three weeks ago the 
grass under the bridge had been cut 
away for ten feet from the bridge tim- 
bers. and he had no idea how the bridge 
could have caught fire. Christopher 
ISnnis, the roadmapter, went over the 
fatal bridge just before 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. He was on the rear of the 
end 
car 
and saw that the bridge 
was 
all 
right. 
There was no fire 
or smoke about the bridge. 
Ennissaid: 
'My opinion is the bridge was set on 
fire by somebody. 
My train was the 
last train over before the special and if 
there was fire there the men would have 
discovered it. The bridge could have 
been burned in two or three hours. 


ANOTHKB BAD WBECK. 


Maoon, Ga., Aug. 12.—The passenger 
train for Brunswick and Florida ran ofif 
the bridge at Albany last night, leaving 
only the engine on the track. The cars 
were all smashed except the sleeper. 
Thirteen persons are reported wounded, 
but none killed. 


The Toung Man Expires From His In- 
juries—His Career a Warning 
to His Companions. 


DELL ASTBY. 


Dell M. Astry, who met with a fatal 
accident on the Kerr Murray excursion 
to Bome City yesterday, died at the St. 
Joe hospital last night from the effects 
of his injuries. 


Young Astry was under the influence 
of liquor when he left the depot in the 
morning and sat on the steps of one of 
the coaches, with his head resting on his 
hands. 
At 
the 
St. 
Mary's river 
bridge 
the 
train 
slacked 
up 
for the 
junction. 
The 
stop 
was 
sudden enough to pitch the unfortunate 
young fellow from his seat headlong into 
the river below. The train men say the 
bridge did not toucgh him and could not, 
even if he swung outside the cars. 


The fa al injuries were inflicted in the 
fall and his untimely death ought to 
serve as a warning to the party of west 
end youths whom Astry was wont to 
lead into mischief. 


The defid boy has a good fatl^er and 
mother and with them the community 
mourns. 
Their son did nothing bad. 
He was only a little wild and liquor and 
bad company led him to an early grave, 
over their advice and kindly warning. 


The deceased was employed in the 
Kerr Murray foundry. 
His age was 
twenty years and his home is at 26 Nird- 
linger aivenue, -west of Broadway. 
The 
funeral is fixed for Sunday morning at 8 
o'clock from the house. 
The interment 
is to be at Maysville, this county, where 
religions services will be held. The dead 
boy was bom in Springfield township.

A Communication 
from

To the Editor of The Sentinel. 


Dbab Sib:—Inyonr Wednesday's issue 
appears a haranguefrom Robert Lowty, 
attempting to justify his assumption in 
using the credit of the Business Men's 
exchange, also the Grand Army posts, 
in his communication with the presi- 
dent, but i i ^ l a c e of its being a justifica- 
tion for his unwarranted liberty in doing 
so, it is simply nothing more nor less 
than a low-bred, personal attack on me. 


In reply, let me say to him that the 
Business Men's Exohaoge has no thanks 
to tender him for his remarks about its 
business affairs or its methods of doing 
business, but can inform him that it 
will see that no mountebank, such as he 
is, shall use its character to deceive and 
misrepresent the people for his personal 
ends.

The Universal Langnage. 


Vo!apuk is the invention of the Eev. 
Father Johann Martin Scheleyer, of 
Constance, Baden, Germany. He is an 
accomplished linguist, having for forty- 
six years been interested in the study 
of language. 
He can speak and write 
twenty-eight tongues, 
including the 
Chinese and three African languages, 
and is also eminent as a priest, 
hym> 
nologist and religious editor. 
H e in- 
vented the universal language in 1878, 
announced it in 1879, and had so far 
perfected it in 1881 as to publish in 
that year a small book, entitled "£nt- 
wnrf einer 
Weltspranche fur alle 
gebildte Erdbewohner" (Plan of a Uni- 
versal Ijangnage for all the Civilized 
Inhabitants of the Earth.") Thus the 
name, Volapuk, vola 
meaning the 
world, and puk; language. 
The Vola- 
puk grammar can be learned in an hour, 
and, as the variations of the nouns and 
verbs are indicated by the vowels taken 
in their regular order, they are not 
easily forgotten. The principal labor 
necessary to acquire the lan^age con- 
sists, therefore, in memorizing the vo- 
cabtdary. 
On the continent it has 
gained in popularity very rapidly dur- 
ing the last two or three years, so that 
there are now at least 10,000 persons 
who are familiar with and use it. There 
are eight monthly periodicals 
printed 
partly in Volapuk or partly in other 
laneuages.—The American Maaaziwe.
